carried on the general store known 
as Craig and Co 

He wa. a prominent memoer of 
the Masonic Order, both in the east 
and Jater at Olds. He was also a

Air Mail Route 


EDMONTON, June 5, 1936 — 
Wheat seeding in the late districts 
of the north was completed a week 
ago. Some decrease in wheat acre- 
age in the west-central and northern 
districte has resulted from the late 
spring, with a corresponding increase 
in coarse grains.
